1983 was, and has been, one of departures, 
changes and new challenges for the Board of 
Selectmen. The Board saw John F. Campbell 
and Frank A. Farinacci defeated in the May Elec- 
tion and Barbara A. O’Brien and David L. 
Wakefield elected to the Board. At the Organiza- 
tional Meeting, James P. Ginley was elected 
chairman, and Clement Boragine was elected 
Clerk. 

The Board lost the services of its two 
secretaries during the year and Joan Trudeau 
and Clare Abril were chosen to fill the positions. 

Accomplishments for the Year: Leonard 
Anderson was chosen as the new Fire Chief. A 
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Cable System award was made to 
Massachusetts Cablevision. The “Old” Town 
Hall was refurbished for the Police Department. 
The Old Police/Fire Station was scheduled to be 
enlarged for Fire use, and the Civil Defense final- 
ly was given office space of their own. 

The Town Administrator, James E. Mello, 
resigned as of December 31st and the challenge 
of choosing a new Town Administrator will face 
the Board in 1984. 

1983 was a busy and productive year. The 
Board wishes to thank all the Townspeople and 
employees who assisted in any way in making 
Walpole a better Town in 1983. 


TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


It is with a great deal of pride that | submit 
my fifth Annual Report as Town Administrator. 

As the Chief Executive Officer of the Town, 
this Office is responsible for the day-to-day 
operation of most Municipal Departments. In ad- 
dition, the Town Charter places such functions 
as personnel, budgeting and central purchasing 
within this Office. My staff and | assist in pro- 
cessing information on municipal activities and 
implement the policy directives of the Board of 
Selectmen, Sewer and Water Commissioners, 
Finance Committee and Boards. 

The year of 1983 will probably be most 
remembered for the number of environmentally 
related issues and projects addressed by the 
Town. The most significant of these was the 
discovery of diesel fuel contamination within 
500 feet of two production wells in the School 
Meadow Brook Aquifer. This contamination was 
discovered by accident as a D.P.W. crew was 
repairing a storm drain at the site of the original 
D.P.W. yard during the week of October 7th. 
Coordinated action was quickly undertaken by 
the Health Agent, Water Department, D.P.W. 
Director, the Assistant Town Administrator and 
myself, under the direction of the Selectmen, 
Sewer and Water Commissioners and Board of 
Health to determine the magnitude of the pro- 
blem and how best to manage this situation. 
After an emergency was declared, a study was 


authorized to determine the parameters of the - 


contamination, its source, actual and potential 
effects of the water quality of the aquifer. A 
preliminafy report was issued in mid-December, 
which stated that water quality of the wells had 
not been effected and the contamination was 
localized to the original site of the D.P.W. yard. 
The cause of the contamination was poor 
housekeeping practices that existed at the site 
many years ago and leaks from deteriorated 
storage tanks which were not problerly in- 
spected and not removed in a timely fashion 
once abandoned. 

The cost of the study, including the drilling 
of 20 test wells and the conducting of numerous 
water and soil tests, along with the actual 
removal of 3,270 cubic yards of contaminated 
soil, is expected to cost at least $200,000. While 
the Town is fortunate to have retained the full 
use of the School Meadow Brook Aquifer, which 
supplies two-thirds of the Town’s water supply, 
it has proved to be a costly experience and one 
that will certainly heighten community 
awareness for the need to better protect our 
local environment. Other activities related to the 
Town and its environment include: 

e The construction of a waterline to the Rt. 
109-Appletree Lane area of North Walpole re- 
quired because of a gasoline leak at Texaco Sta-

tion in Dover, was completed in September. The 
project, with an estimated value of about one 
million dollars, was funded completely by Tex- 
aco, Inc. and is servicing 69 residents affected 
by this environmental incident which was 
discovered in the Spring of 1981. 

e An Aquifer Protection Study for the School 
Meadow Brook Aquifer was completed in 
September. This report was prepared for the 
Sewer and Water Commissioners by IEP, Inc., at 
a cost of $14,500. The study delineated the 
aquifer and its geological characteristics. It also 
produced a series of recommended activities to 
be undertaken by the various agencies of the 
Town to reduce existing and potential en- 
vironmental threats to this critical source of 
municipal drinking water. 

e This Office, through the Sewer and Water 
Commission, applied for funding under the 
Aquifer Land Acquisition Program. If‘successful, 
the Town could receive $500,000 for the purpose 
of purchasing or otherwise restricting the 
development of critical land within the School 
Meadow Brook Aquifer. 

e Early in September, the Town was awarded 
grants from the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency and the State Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering totaling $6 
million for the construction phase of a major 
sanitary sewer renovation and extension project. 
Coupled with $2 million in local funds, this pro- 
ject will accomplish the complete replacement 
of the existing Outfall sewer line from the Nor- 
wood Town line to Elm Street and extend this 
line to South Walpole and West Walpole. Also in- 
cluded in this project is the construction of a 
Septic Waste Receiving Facility and the 
rehabilitation of some sections of lateral sewer 
lines identified in earlier studies. This project, 
which will take two years to complete, is the 
culmination of about ten years of effort on the 
part of many Town officers. 

e Improvements to the Water System continue 
to be ahigh priority as we work to reduce the fre- 
quency and severity of quality and supply pro- 
blems experienced by our customers. The ex- 
isting 12” water main in Route 27 from 
Washington Street to Main Street was cleaned 
and relined this fall. This project should improve 
water pressure and the quality of water in the 
center area of Town. The last of the three water 
storage tanks at High Plain Street was repaired 
and painted this year. The Cedar Street water 
main, including the Booster Station at Norfolk 
Street and the removal of the Kingsbury Tank, 
was completed this summer. It should be noted 
that the Town has received State grants as reim- 
bursement for much of the water system im- 
provements recently undertaken. 


Despite the concentration of staff time and 
effort on environmental issues, several other 
items deserve to be noted within this report. As 
always, Labor Relations and contract negotia- 
tions is an on-going, time-consuming function of 
this office. The Town Meeting approved a three- 
year contract with the Fire Department bargain- 
ing unit but the Clerical negotiations have been 
referred to Fact-Finding after unsuccessful at- 
tempts were made at mediation. As a result of 
improved Labor Contract management 
throughout the various bargaining units, only 
four grievances went to the Board of Selectmen 
in 1983 and only one went to arbitration, in which 
the Town was upheld. 

After two years of litigation, the sale of the 
Old Fisher School to the Old Fisher Trust was 
consummated in July, after all appeals b y the 
Board of Trustees of the Norfolk County 
Agricultural High School to stop the sale had 
been exhausted. The Bird School was also of- 
ficially sold to Washington Green Associates in 
the late winter after appeals by abutters were 
dropped. The Town realized a total of $547,000 
from these transactions. 

Several improvements were made in the area 
of the Town’s insurance coverage. As a result of 
a comprehensive analysis of existing coverages 
and an open and competitive bid process, the 
Town was able to upgrade existing insurance 
coverages in the area of General Liability and 
Automotive and expand coverages to include 
Police Professional Liability, Ambulance Atten- 
dant Errors and Omissions and an Umbrella 
Liability Policy. Despite the increase in 
coverages, the Town realized a $19,000 savings 
on the $87,000 budgeted for these coverages in 
FY 84. 

As required by the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion Against Discrimination, this Office 
prepared a Fair Housing Plan and Affirmative Ac- 
tion Plan and updated contracting procedures to 
encourage use of minority contractors and ven- 
dors. A Fair Housing Committee was formed to 
Oversee the implementation of the Housing

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Plan. After several meetings with the MCAD and 
many hours of work, the various procedures in- 
stituted by the Board of Selectmen was deter- 
mined to be in compliance. 

| am pleased to report that Mr. Paul Keane 
was appointed Director of the Department of 
Public Works/Town Engineer, on July 1, 1983, 
after serving in an acting capacity for the 
previous six months. He had demonstrated his 
many professional capabilities during the past 
four years within the Engineering Department 
and now continues to show that he is a hard- 
working, sincere and dedicated employee. | have 
every confidence that, under his direction, the 
D.P.W. will continue to improve in its perfor- 
mance and be of valuable service to the Town. 

On a lighter note, a Student Government Day 
was held on December 13th, for the first time in 
recent history. A total of 17 students and Depart- 
ment Heads participated in the day’s activities 
sponsored by the Board of Selectmen and the 
School Committee. Students were exposed to 
the typical operations of the Town and it is 
hoped that this experience will aid them in the 
performance of their civic duties in the years to 
come. A reception, sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters, with contributions by 
Rockwood, Inc. and the Country Kitchen, was 
held that evening for all the participants, prior 
tothe Selectmen’s meeting so the day’s events 
could be shared among the group. 

Finally, as this is my last Annual Report as 
Town Administrator, | would like to take this Op- 
portunity to express my thanks to the Board of 
Selectmen, other Town Boards, Municipal 
Employees and the Public for the support, trust 
and confidence given to me during my tenure. 
The dedication and hard-work exhibited by the 
Town’s officials and employees have made my 
job an enjoyable one and without a doubt will 
continue to serve the Town well in the months 
and years to come. As | leave Walpole to begin 
my duties as the City Manager of Ferguson, 
Missouri, | will take some very fond memories of 
this Town and its people. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals acts under the authori- 
ty given it by Chapter 40A of the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as well as 
the Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Walpole. 

The Board of Appeals has jurisdiction over 
appeals from rulings of administrative officials 
of the Town made under the Zoning By-Laws. 
Certain uses of premises require a Special Per- 
mit from the Board of Appeals. In addition, the 
Board of Appeals has authority with respect to 
particular premises to authorize a variance from 
the terms of the applicable Zoning By-Laws in 
certain instances. All applications for Site Plan 
Approval are heard by the Board of Appeals. 

The Board holds public hearings for all ap- 
plicants and acts only after the public hearings 
are closed. The Board is responsible for 
publishing notice of the public hearing in the 
newspaper. A copy of the notice is sent by mail 
to the petitioners and to the owners of all proper- 
ty abutting the land and owners of all land next 
adjoining the land of said abutters within 300 
feet of property line and owners of land directly 
opposite on any public or private street or way. A 
copy of the notice is also sent to various depart- 
ments and boards of the Town as appropriate.

32 Special Permits granted 

2 Special Permits denied 

25 Variances granted

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After public hearings, seven applications were 
withdrawn. Four applicants appeared before the 
Board and after public hearings were held, it was 
determined that a variance/special permit was 
not required. 

A number of cases were complex and re- 
quired continuances for the submission of more 
information and for more deliberations by the 
Board. 

The hearings held by the Board are always 
open to the public and any person, whether en- 
titled to notice thereof or not, may appeal in per- 
son, or by agent or attorney. When the Board has 
reached a decision on any matter, the decision is 
written and filed with the Town Clerk and 
Building Inspector, and notice of the decision is 
furnished to the persons who received notice of 
the hearing or to anyone who requests a copy 
and furnishes name and address, and to various 
departments and boards of the Town as ap- 
propriate. 

The Board consists of five regular members 
and four associate members who are appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen. They meet on the 
first and third Wednesdays of the month in the 
Main Meeting Room, Town Hall.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Police Department is pleased to 
provide the police activity statistics for the year 
1983. 

Funding for converting the old town hall into 
a new modernized police facility was approved 
by town meeting members, and we are anxiously 
awaiting moving day. One truly sophisticated 
enterprise will be that of installing the BAPERN 
radio system which will connect us with the 
Greater Metropolitan Communications Network. 
With this unique radio system your police 
department will have a much more improved 
awareness of what is happening throughout the 
state, enabling us to better organize our plans 
and activities in conjunction with the other 
towns and cities throughout the Greater 
Metropolitan District. 

The police department is also operating a 
new Wheeled Coach Modular Ambulance which 
is far superior to the old one. It is complete with 


the newest advances in life-support systems, in- 
cluding electrical oxygen supply and _ two- 
positional cot. It will also be stocked with new 
equipment recently required by the State Am- 
bulance Regulation Board. 

Various training programs have been con- 
ducted for members of the department including 
First Responder and CPR courses. Officer Scott 
Bushway completed a fingerprinting program 
and is now qualified as an expert witness in this 
field of crime investigation. 

Sergeant Fred Harrison retired from the force 
on June 30, 1983, and is now looking foreward to 
rest and relaxation in civilian life. We all wish 
him the best.

The department has been very active in fire 
investigations, various building inspections, 
smoke detector and fire alarm inspections, 
hazardous materials and fuel inspections arson 
investigations, oil burner and tank inspections, 
testing and maintenance of portable ex- 
tinguishers, hydrant flushing and maintenance, 
apparatus and equipment maintenance and 
public education programs. The Fire Education 
Programs presented under the direction of 
Lieutenant Ernest Manocchio in our schools 
continues to be most important and are very well 
received. 

Keeping abreast of all aspects of the Fire 
Service continues to be of the utmost impor- 
tance. To this end, we try to schedule training, 
seminars, classes, etc., on our own as well as 
with the National Fire Academy and the 


Massachusetts Fire Academy as much as we 
can given the present fiscal restraints. 

We have received and introduced into ser- 
vice twelve new Scott self-contained breathing 
apparatus units which replace units that were 
over twenty years old. Six more units are on 
order and next years request for the final six 
units will complete the replacement program. 

The department has turned over $2,520 
received in various permit and report fees.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


Walpole enjoyed a healthy year in 1983 and 
suffered only one minor environmental mishap; 
that being the discovery of fuel contaminated 
soil in the area of our Town wells. 

The removal of the contaminated soil was 
rather costly and points up the seriousness of 
this sort of incident. 

Summer time activities centered around the 
Town operated swimming pools and these were 
well attended. 

Again, there is a growing awareness of hazar- 


dous materials and the disposal of them. These 
have been the cause of many municipal wells be- 
ing closed. The experts tell us that we are seeing 
just the tip of the iceberg and can expect many 
like incidents. One of the greatest threats to our 
water supply are the many underground gasoline 
tanks which are deteriorating and seeping their 
contents into the soil and groundwater. 

Our Fall flu and pneumonia clinics were very 
well attended with over 600 persons becoming 
immunized.

Nineteen eighty-three has been a year of con- 
tinued growth for the Walpole Area Visiting 
Nurse Association. The agency’s services of 
skilled nursing; personal care by home health 
aides; physical, occupational, and speech 
therapies; and medical social workers are 
available for Walpole residents as well as 
residents of Dover, Medfield, Norfolk, Sharon, 
and Wrentham. 

The above services are usually reimbursed 
by third party payments such as Medicare, 
Medicaid, and private health insurance. 
However, when services are needed and a family 
is truly needy, a sliding scale fee is available. 

As the number of visits has increased, new 
Staff has been added to maintain our high stan- 
dards of quality care. 

Our Public Health Program, which the town 
of Walpole supports, is an important part of our 
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total organization. Health promotion visits to the 
chronically ill and the elderly are vital in helping 
to maintain these persons in their homes. 
Other people, not seen in the home, have 
received services at our many clinics. The week- 
ly Senior Citizen Health Clinics at the Senior 
Center continue to be held every Monday. Addi- 
tional clinics are held monthly at Neponset View 
Terrace on the third Friday of the month and at 
Diamond Pond Terrace the second Wednesday 
of the month. During these clinics blood 
pressures are taken, weight is monitored, and 
diet and medication counseling is offered. 
These services are also available during office 
hours which are held Monday, Tuesday, and Fri- 
day mornings between 9:00 a.m. and 10:00 a.m. 

The flu/pneumonia clinic was well attended 
again this year. Screening programs for 
diabetes, hypertension, and cancer have been 
offered throughout the year. Nurses from the 
Walpole Area Visiting Nurse Association offered 
free blood pressure screenings in Walpole at the 
4-H Fair, the Lions Club Flea Market and the 
Village Fair. 

An additional facet of our public health pro- 
gram includes appropriate follow-up for certain 
contagious diseases as mandated by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 

Our Maternal-Child Program continues to 
grow with visits to newborns and their families 
with related service. Childbirth classes are of- 
fered several times throughout the year. 

We continue to work closely with local physi- 
cians and community organizations. Thank you 
to all those people in the community, especially 
those town officials who chose our agency to 
help meet the varied health needs of your com- 
munity this year. 


This is a time of growth in home care and 
many agencies are offering services that do not 
include the public health programs offered by 
the Walpole Area Visiting Nurse Association. As 


we enter our seventy-fifth year of service, we 
hope that if you or anyone you know requires 
health related services or home care, you will 
call upon us.

COUNCIL 


The Council On Aging achieved two primary 
goals in 1983 - the purchase of a new 15 
passenger 1984 Van and a 1983 five passenger 
car for individual medical appointments. The 
funds were raised by the Friends of the Council 
from private sources: industry, business,

organizations, and individuals, all without Town ; 


cost or grant monies. The van is under the 
jurisdiction of the Town, but the Friends of the 
Council will supply gas, oil, registration and in- 
surance, all without Town funds. We wish to 
thank Ben Gove and his department for “nursing 
along” our old van this year again! During 1983, 
the van traveled 13,333 miles and transported 
5407 passengers. 

Secondly, we were awarded a State Grant for 
an outreach worker and were fortunate in obtain- 
ing the services of Jean Welch. The Council 
from its inception was concerned in reaching all 
our senior population, particularly the vulnerable 
homebound. 

Our Senior Center continues to attract an in- 
creasing number of participants and this year 
the Council On Aging has provided services for 
30% of our 2400 Senior population. Mrs. Barbara 
Foley, coordinator is present at the center 5 
hours daily for information and assistance and 
supervises and assists in all activities. We are 
also fortunate to have Mrs. Anne Smith, Senior 
aide provided by King Philip Elder Services. Two 
loyal and caring van drivers: Roy Lee and Frank 
Baltadonis are employed on a part-time basis 
who alternate weeks driving. Mrs. Lucy Beaudet, 
our secretary is invaluable and giving more than 
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the 10 hours allotted. King Philip Elder Services 
provided 9,133 congregate meals (an increase of 
2,268 from 1982) and 8,270 home delivered meals 
(an increase of 1,421 from 1982). The meal site is 
managed by our most capable Mrs. Conchita 
Geyer and is assisted by a group of dedicated 
and caring volunteers both at the Center and the 
delivery of the meals. 

The Friends of the Council are responsible 
for our monthly newsletter and we are indebted 
to our local merchants for their support. We also 
wish to thank the School Dept. - Harold Johnson 
and Meg Ronan for printing the newsletter that 
informs our seniors of programs, activities and 
services. 

The Senior Citizen’s Club meets at the 
Center the second Sunday of the month at 2:00 
p.m. and all seniors are invited to attend. The 
club provides many of the social, recreational 
and educational activities and raise their money 
with monthly whist parties and an annual Bazaar. 

Many activities at the center take place at 
“off hours’ and weekends and it was essential 
that we retain our own telephone - 668-3330 to 
avoid any confusion. We are most grateful to the 
Lions Club and the Rotary for their generosity in 
underwriting this service for our seniors. 

The Walpole Area Visiting Nurses continue 
to provide weekly (Mon. 1:00 p.m.) health 
maintenance clinic. The center was also made 
available for the Visiting Nurses annual Flu 
Clinic, distribution of Federal surplus com- 
modities and the fuel assistance program 
regardless of age. 


The Council offers a variety of programs and 
activities for Walpole residents age 60 and over. 
These programs include line dancing, whist par- 
ties, day trips, income tax and legal services, 
health and nutrition education. A brochure 
describing all the services was prepared this 
year. It is available to the public at the Senior 


Center, Town Hall and the Public Library. 

The Council on Aging wish to thank Mr. 
James Mello, Administrator for his co-operation, 
assistance and understanding our goals in 
assisting our senior population attaining a de- 
cent quality of life. 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS SERVICES 


Due to the budgetary constraints and 
changes made by the Federal Government it has 
been very difficult for the veteran. The rising 
unemployment and the present economy 
creates a more active office. The fact that the of- 
fice is now open full time is a big improvement. 
We now have a full time Veterans Director so the 
veterans can be better served and a more 
thorough investigation on applications can be 
made which has made a financial improvements 
for the Town. A total of $1,711.50 was used in 
assisting veterans and their families in our 
benefit program. 


Veterans Services has another function 
which is to help veterans and their dependents 
apply for federal benefits. These services in- 
clude the preparation of applications for 
widow’s and children’s pensions, burial 
allowances, service connected compensation 
non service connected pensions, grave markers, 
change of address, educational benefits, 
hospitalization, and annual income ques- 
tionaires. 

The “Fuel Assistance” program for low in- 
come families of veterans is also a function of 
this office. 


NORFOLK MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION, INC. 


Through its partnership with the Norfolk 
Mental Health Association, the town of Walpole 
is able to guarantee its residents -- children, 
youth and adults -- access to an integrated net- 
work of quality outpatient mental health ser- 
vices. Town contribution enables Cutler 
Counseling Center, a comprehensive clinic 
sponsored by the Association with limited sup- 
port from the State Department of Mental 
Health, to provide a wide range of outpatient 
counseling services to citizens who need them 
at fees based on their ability to pay. 

The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a 
private non-profit corporation, governed by a 
citizen Board of Directors who represent each of 
the twelve towns in its service area, Canton, 
Dedham, Foxboro, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, Nor- 
wood, Plainville, Sharon, Walpole, Westwood 
and Wrentham. 

The major programs of NMHA available to 
Walpole residents are: CUTLER COUNSELING 
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CENTER, which has a large multi-disciplinary 
staff serving individuals, couples and families. 
Services include evaluation, referral, treatment, 
educational and support groups (e.g. Widowed 
Lifeline, Gym Program for Children, Social 
Rehabilitation, Divorce-Separation Workshops, 
Stress Management), children’s groups, parent- 
toddler groups, as well as consultation and train- 
ing services to community agencies, schools, 
and local industries; NORFOLK CLINICAL 
CHILDREN’S CENTER, a therapeutic day pro- 
gram for emotionally, behaviorally or 
developmentally distressed children ages 3-8; 
SUPERVISED APARTMENT PROGRAM, a 
residental program providing supervised living 
for deinstitutionalized mentally ill/mentally 
retarded adults; PROJECT HIRE, a sheltered 
vocational rehabilitation facility for people with 
emotional, developmental or physical han- 
dicaps. Programs include diagnostic evalua- 
tions, electronic skill training, work adjustment 


training and counseling, sheltered long-term 
employment, and transitional employment and 
Job placement; CASE-AIDE AND PARENT-AIDE 
PROGRAMS, offering trained and supervised 
volunteer aides who provide one-to-one help to 
clients both in the community, families and in- 
dividuals in crisis, victims of domestic violence, 
parents at risk of abusing or neglecting their 
children, isolated elderly; INTERGENERA- 
TIONAL CARE PROGRAM, providing the oppor- 
tunity for elderly residents in a Nursing Home to 
participate in providing group child care to pre- 
school children from families experiencing 
stress, simultaneously giving respite and sup- 
port to the parents; COMMUNITY EDUCATION 
AND INFORMATION, offering publication of an 
informative newsletter, The Reporter, to every 
home in the service area, speakers for communi- 
ty meetings, workshops, consultation and 
educational materials. 


During fiscal year 1983, Cutler Counseling 
Center provided direct services to approximately 
536 people from Walpole. It also provided 51 
hours of consultation to schools and community 
agencies. The total value of these services was 
$124,000 of which the town of Walpole allocated 
$7,160. 

In the past year people from Walpole who 
came to us for assistance were often referred by 
friends, neighbors or family, may have read our 
newspaper, or were referred by clergy, school, 
physicians or community agencies. The most 
common requests for help concerned such pro- 
blems as depression and anxiety, difficulties in 
marriage or family relationships, school or 
behavior-related problems, alcohol or drug 
abuse, and work-related problems. 

The Norfolk Mental Health Association 
Board of Directors includes Robert Bassett, 
John Hoffman and Eugene Reilly from Walpole.

HERITAGE AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES 


HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Walpole Historical Commission con- 
tinued to research many of the town’s physical 
assets including architecture, “street scapes” 
and artifacts, all with preservation in mind. To 
that end, the group has embarked on a project 
which seeks to establish a historic district on 
Common Street, from West Street through Ellis 
Avenue. The area is considered significant both 
in the architectural value of the individual 
buildings and in the definition which the area’s 
well-maintained appearance provides for the 
town. While the Historical Commission will 


oversee the district project, a committee of 
citizens and residents is in the process of being 
formed. 

The National Preservation Week theme for 
1983 was “Preservation in Housing America.” 
The commission featured a home on Lake 
Avenue virtually unchanged in its 80 years ex- 
istence. The cottage-style dwelling blends the 
best of current energy and style features into a 
residence which has remained appropriate to 
four generations. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission is composed 
of unpaid volunteer members who are appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen. The Commission 
meets twice a month at regular meetings and 
conducts public hearings. Its members spend 
many hours outside of the meetings in perfor- 
mance of their duties. 

The Conservation Commission is responsi- 
ble for protecting and preserving the natural 
resources of Walpole, with its main efforts 
directed toward protecting the town’s watershed 
areas. In carrying out its responsibilities, the 
Commission enforces the provisions of the In- 
land Wetlands Protection Act and the newly 
enacted Town of Walpole by-law, and coor- 
dinates its efforts with other town agencies for 
the protection of natural resources. 

The Conservation land holdings are for the 
purpose of conservation and passive recreation. 
Acquisition of land is through gifts or purchase. 
One parcel was acquired by gift and several 
other donations of land are in process. Due to 
lack of funds, no land was purchased this -past 
year. 
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Trails exist through many of the Conserva- 
tion properties for the enjoyment of our citizens. 
Maps of these trails are available at the Walpole 
Public Library and the Town Clerk’s office. The 
Alan Flood-control Dam area is also available to 
the public for passive recreation. The main 
library has the Commission’s family member- 
ship card for the Mass. Audobon Society, and it 
is available upon request. 

A filing with the Conservation Commission is 
required in accordance with the Inland Wetlands 
Protection Act, Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 131, S. 40, 
and Town of Walpole Wetlands Protection By- 
law by anyone intending to do work which af- 
fects the wetlands and groundwater supplies in 
any way. If there is a question of whether the 
laws apply to your situation, a request for Deter- 
mination of Applicability should be filed with the 
Commission. 


TOWN SERVICES 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works is compris- 
ed of the following divisions: Administration, 
Engineering, Highway, Park and Cemetery, 
Building Maintenance, Vehicle Maintenance, 
Sewer & Water. 1983 was a year of changes and 
challenges for this department. On December 
27, 1982, Paul G. Keane was appointed Acting 
Director of Public Works and he was named 
Director of Public Works/Town Engineer on June 
27, 1983. Mr. William L. Richard was appointed 
Superintendent of the Sewer & Water Division 
on April 19, 1983. The most serious challenge 
faced by the department was the discovery of oil 
contamination in the Water Division yard area 
adjacent to Washington Wells Nos. 2 and 4 in 
early October. The problem is not as serious as 
first believed and is well on the way to being 
cleaned up. 

Some of the projects completed this past 
year were: North Street Reconstruction, Texaco 
Watermain Construction, Cedar Street Water- 


main Project, including the construction of a _ 


pressure regulating valve at Norfolk and West 
Streets; cleaning and lining of watermains in 
East and High Plain Streets, demolition of the 
Kingsbury Street elevated water tank, and the 
paving of various streets and school parking 
areas. In addition, the final plans and specifica- 
tions were completed for the Diamond Brook 
Culvert Project and for watermains in North 
Street and East and Main Streets. 

There follows the reports of each division of 
this department. 


Engineering Division 

The Engineering Division of the Department 
of Public works endeavors to provide sound pro- 
fessional engineering assistance to the other 
D.P.W. divisions, and all Town officers, boards, 
departments, and the general public. This office 
plans, designs, and contracts out significant 
capital projects including roadways, water- 
works, sewerage works, and drainage works 
among others. The specifics of our work over the 
past calendar year are outlined in the suc- 
ceeding paragraphs. 

Survey, design, contract plans and specifica- 
tions, and resident engineering services were 
provided for the following contracts: Contract 
82-1 Rustic Road Sewers, Contract 82-2 
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Reconstruction of a portion of North Street 
(Chapter 90), Contract 82-3 Cedar Street Water- 
mains, Contract 83-1 Cleaning & Lining of East 
St. Watermains, Contract 83-3 Street & School 
Parking Lot Resurfacing (Streets funded by Tex- 
aco U.S.A.), Contract 77-1 Final Paving, and other 
Town contracts for a pressure regulating valve at 
Norfolk and West Streets and for removal of the 
Kingsbury Street water tower. In addition, the 
watermain in North Walpole, constructed by 
Texaco was completed over the 1982-1983 calen- 
dar years. 

Written reports were submitted to the Board 
of Appeals with respect to Engineering criteria 
and compliance to the provisions of our zoning 
by-laws in the following categories: non- 
residential site plans (fourteen), special permits 
for floodplain construction (four), multi-family 
(four), and miscellaneous (three). 

All necessary engineering data and recom- 
mendations on subdivision control matters were 
provided for the Planning Board. A total of twen- 
ty four (thirty in 1982) written reports were sub- 
mitted as follows: five (four in 1982) for definitive 
subdivision plans, resulting in twenty four new 
lots (forty in 1982), three in preliminary plans, ten 
(sixteen in ’82) for bond determinations, and six- 
teen for miscellaneous inspections and reports. 
Periodic inspections were conducted to monitor 
construction in all of the active subdivisions. At 
the end of this calendar year, there are twenty 
developments comprising 341 lots of land under 
some state of subdivision control and jurisdic- 
tion of the Planning Board as indicated below:

D.P.W. Vehicle Maintenance Division 


The D.P.W. Maintenance Division is respon- 
sible for the repair work and maintenance on all 
Town-owned vehicles and miscellaneous equip- 
ment excluding fire engines. 

Regularly scheduled maintenance was per- 
formed on fifty motorized pieces of equipment 
operated by the D.P.W. Highway, Park & 
Cemetery and Water Departments. Seven 
automobiles assigned to various Town depart- 
ments, seven police cruisers, one police safety 
Car, one ambulance, animal control vehicle, civil 
defense van and 4x4 truck and civil defense am- 
bulance, senior citizens’ van and sedan and the 
two fire department automobiles. Also maintain- 
ed were the auxiliary engines at the six pumping 
stations, one booster station and the water treat- 
ment plant and all the other miscellaneous 
D.P.W. equipment including sewer rodder’s cen- 
trifugal and diaphragm pumps, natural gas and 
diesel engines, portable generators, welders, 
and flail and rotary lawn mowers. 

Major repair work performed last year includ- 
ed three clutch jobs, one transmission overhaul, 
eighteen brake jobs, four paint jobs. Also the 
painting and sandblasting of sanders and 
snowplows, welding and repairs were made on 
sanders, snowplows and frames, sidewalk trac- 
tors, backhoes and loaders. 

‘Emphasis placed on preventive and routine 
maintenance has continued and proven to be 
cost effective, as a result of our regular schedul- 
ed maintenance program there have been fewer 
breakdowns and less vehicle down time. Major 
repair expenses both in terms of supply parts 
and labor have been kept to a minimum. 


Highway and Park Division 


The Highway section is responsible for 
maintenance of streets, sidewalks, storm drains, 


traffic signs and lights, and snow and ice control 
operations. There was no street resurfacing with 
stone and asphalt this year. (Reason being 272). 
Streets resurfaced with bituminous concrete 
were Appletree Lane, Deborah Drive, Lois Drive, 
Donna Road and a section of North Street. 

Other highway work performed during the 
year is as follows; mechanical sweeping of all 
streets, bituminous concrete patching of 
potholes and utility trenches and application of 
approximately 35 miles of pavement markings by 
contract. Storm drainage maintenance work in- 
cluded annual cleaning of approximately 2,000 
catchbasins under contract, repairs of 70 catch- 
basins and manholes, rodding of obstructed 
drain lines and selected ditching work. A total of 
262 traffic and street signs were made or pur- 
chased and installed. 

The Park section maintains more than 100 
acres of parks, lawn and athletic playing fields. 
This work includes the application of fertilizer, 
lime, grass, mowing on a regularly scheduled 
basis. Other miscellaneous work includes col- 
lection of litter from all public ways, play areas, 
biweekly rubbish collections from certain 
buildings and trash receptacles, cutting of grass 
and brush along roadways, maintenance of 
trails, removal of brush from the Town Forest, an 
annual fall leaf collection, planting of new trees, 
and removal of diseased and dead trees. 


Building Maintenance 


The Building Maintenance Division is 
generally responsible for repair and upkeep, 
Capital improvements, and proper operation of 
all electrical, plumbing and heating and ventila- 
tion systems in all public buildings. 

Energy Conservation and vandalism preven- 
tative measures are a prime consideration, and 
to this end, we are continually updating our 
knowledge in these areas and applying this 
knowledge to many various problems. 

In the area of energy conservation, please 
note the savings from 1972 up to the present. 
(see Chart.)

WATER & SEWER DIVISION 


The water and sewer division is responsible 
for the operation and maintenance of the town’s 
water supply, including the distribution system 
and quality of the water which must meet or ex- 
ceed all state and federal regulations. To meet 
these stringent regulations, there are a total of 
twenty-eight samples taken per month to be 
tested for bacteriological purity of the water. All 
have proved negative in the past year. Our 
responsibility extends itself to include the 
maintenance of the sanitary sewer collection 
system which, over the next few years, is pro- 
jected to expand and include a larger portion of 
the town. Sodium content of the town water sup- 
ply was tested in 1983 on a quarterly basis and 
an average of 27.98 mg/1 was found to be pre- 
sent in the water supply. State guidelines of 20 
mg/1 were exceeded and a notice will be sent to 
all consumers informing them of this fact in the 
yearly bills. During each month, samples are 
tested for fluoride concentration to insure ade- 
quate dental health protection. Water from the 
Mine Brook wells is still treated and tested ona 
daily basis to determine proper iron and 
maganese control. 

The semi-annual flushing of our distribution 
system will continue during the next year. The 
hydrant flushing program was suspended this 
past fall due to the shutdown of two primary 
wells on the Schoo! Meadow Brook Aquifer. 


These wells were closed due to petroleum pro- 
ducts being found next to the aquifer. This pro- 
blem should be corrected by this year, allowing 
the town to reactivate this valuable source of 
potable water.

The average daily production was 2.3 million 
gallons with the maximum day being July 13, 
1983, supplying 3,585,800 gallons and the 
minimum day being April 11, 1983, which pro- 
duced only 1,123,500 gallons. There were 64 new 
water services added to the system, which 
brings this year’s total to 5,366. The total sewer 
connections with the addition of this year’s is 
1978. There is a total of twenty-six vendors who 
are licensed by the Town to use our septic waste 
disposal facility. 


RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The past year the Recreation Department 
Budget has been reduced according to guide 
lines prompted by Prop 22. School closings and 
reduced numbers of school age children par- 
ticipating in Recreation Programs has also 
declined. The reduced numbers balanced fairly 
well with the budget reduction. The Recreation 
Programs offered in past years are still offered, 
however, some program lengths have been 
reduced, to meet budget restraints. The Red 
Cross Swimming Lessons offered in the sum- 
mer remain as the departments most attended 
with over 800 children taking swim lessons. The 
Summer playground at the High School was well 
attended, with Tennis and Arts N’Crafts being 
the most popular. Girls slo-pitch softball en- 
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joyed a successful summer schedule with 90 
girls between the ages of 11 and 13 par- 
ticipating. The Recreation Department is very 
grateful to the volunteers, who coach and um- 
pire these games. 

The Recreation Department will be updating 
the department booklet describing programs 
and other information pertinent to programs that 
are Offered to all our townspeople. Our apprecia- 
tion to all Town Departments that maintain 
recreation facilities throughout the town. The 
director’s view on changing times will be a 
challenging task to update present programs 
and to hopefully initiate new programs to main- 
tain leisure time activities for all ages. 


INSPECTOR OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES

ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


All premises where livestock is kept have 
been visited and inspected and comply with the 
regulations set forth by the Division of Animal 
Health. 

All new animals from outside the state, 


entering herds, have been examined. 

All reported dog bites have been investigated 
and quarantine regulations carried out. 

No positive cases of rabies were found. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR/ZONING ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


Construction activity followed national 
trends with a dramatic upswing the last half of 
1983. Much of this activity was centered on 
single family home and condominium construc- 
tion with new department records being set in 
these areas. Inground swimming pools also set 
new records; commercial development was 
most active with the start of Corning’s Phase #2, 
Kendall’s continuing remodeling, as well as ad- 
ditions on Industrial Road. Perhaps most reward- 
ing to this department was the restoration of the 
fire damaged Musto Building on Main Street. 

In addition to responding to inspection re- 
quests, the department continued its inspec- 
tions of public assembly buildings as required 
under Mass. General Law to insure the public’s 
safety and welfare. 

The Zoning Enforcement Officer referred 77 
persons to the Zoning Board of Appeal for possi- 
ble relief from the Zoning By-Laws, as well as in- 
vestigating numerous alleged zoning by-law 
violations. He also represented the department 
in District and Superior Court on a number of oc- 
casions.

PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


Four hundred seventy-six plumbing applica- 
tions were filed for plumbing permits during the 
year 1983 and all complaints received were in- 
vestigated. 


At this time, | wish to thank the Board of 
Health, Town Administrator, Building Inspection 
Department and their staff for cooperation given 
me in carrying out the duties of Plumbing In- 
spector. 


WIRING INSPECTOR 


During the 1983 calendar year, 566 applica- 
tions were filed for wiring permits, and several 
complaints were investigated with regard to 
electrical installations. 


The Wiring Inspector can be located in the 
Building Inspector's office in the Town Office 
Building on School Street. 


GAS INSPECTOR 


During the 1983 Calendar Year, 258 applica- 
tions were filed for gas permits. All complaints 
were investigated, several in collaberation with 
the Building Inspector, The Plumbing Inspector, 
and the Town Sanitarian. 


The Gas Inspector is located in the Building 
Inspector's Office in the Town Office Building 
on School Street. 


TOWN REPORT COMMITTEE 


The Town Report Committee has a member- 
ship of five members appointed by the Select- 
men. Several on the committee are serving fora 
second, third or longer term. 

The bidding for the printing of the town 
report attracted several printers. The committee 
chose the lowest bidder, who had also satisfac- 
torily printed last year’s report. 


Due to the lack of demand for the past two 
years, the number of copies printed this year will 
be decreased. Also, they will be distributed free 
of charge. 

As the theme this year, we have chosen the 
many bridges throughout the town; one of which 
is featured on the cover of this report and is 
located on Stone Street. 


STREET NAMING COMMITTEE 


During 1983 the Street Naming Committee 
has concentrated more on planning a campaign 
which will urge Walpole residents to display 
their house numbers. Although a bylaw was 
passed at town meeting October 20, 1980, it has 
been unfortunately ignored by the majority of 
townspeople. To be in the position of desperate- 
ly needing help and having your home uniden- 
tified, therefore difficult to locate when minutes 
are precious can be a tragedy. 

James Mello, former Walpole Administrator, 
was very encouraging to this committee and of- 


fered his help whenever needed. He suggested a 
type of mailing to each home owner which the 
committee will back up with newspaper articles 
and posters in 1984. There are new streets and 
new homes continually appearing. The outcome 
is new families who remain unknown for awhile 
and perhaps an unfinished street which may 
also be without a street light. 

The police and fire departments are doing 
their part towards protection and safety. Are you 
doing yours.? 


CABLE TELEVISION ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Walpole Cable Television Advisory Com- 
mittee began its second year of existence by 
preparing to conduct a final public hearing prior 
to recommending a cable franchise award to the 
issuing authority. 

That hearing was held in the Selectman’s 
hearing room on March 9, 1983. The applicants, 
Adams-Russell, Inc. and Massachusetts Cablevi- 
sion Systems, presented their first appeals. The 
Advisory Committee held special meetings on 
March 10, 14 and 15 in order to deal with the 
financial aspects of both applicants. A draft of 
the Committee’s report was prepared for sub- 
mission to the Board of Selectmen. On March 
15, prior to joining the Selectmen, the Cable 
Television Advisory Committee voted 5-0 to en- 
dorse Massachusetts Cablevision Systems as 
its selection for Walpole’s cable franchise. 
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Adams-Russell, Inc. filed an appeal with the 
Massachusetts State Cable Commission on May 
5, 1983, requesting it not approve Walpole’s 
selection of Massachusetts Cablevision 
Systems. This filing delayed the process of 
bringing cable television to Walpole. 

Despite the legal appeal of Adams-Russell, 
Inc., the Cable Television Advisory Committee, 
in agreement with Massachusetts Cablevision 
Systems, decided to go ahead with the prepara- 
tion of the issuing authority report. 

On October 26, 1983, the Board of Select- 
men, acting as the “issuing authority” for the 
town, approved a provisional license for 
Massachusetts Cablevision Systems. At this 
same time Adams-Russell, Inc. cancelled its 
lawsuit against the town. 

Meanwhile, at their meeting of May 12, 1983, 


the Board of Selectmen voted to extend the 
terms of the present members of the Cable 
Television Advisory Committee for an indefinite 
term not to exceed eighteen months, effective 
July 12, 1983. 


The chairman wishes to thank the members 
of this committee for their support and sincere 
efforts in bringing cable television to Walpole. 


COMPUTER STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Computer Study Committee was im- 
panelled in August, 1982. In the past eighteen 
months the committee has attempted to deter- 
mine the town’s computing needs. An indepen- 
dent consultant’s services were retained to do 
an initial survey of computer services in the 
town. Based upon this study, the Computer 
Study Committee began detailed interviews of 
Municipal and School Management Department 
Heads. Rather than incur the additional expense 
of nearly $25,000 to complete the detailed study 
culminating in the written Request for Proposals 
(RFP), the Computer Study Committee under- 
took this task using the volunteer members of 
the committee. 

Upon completion of the RFP, interested par- 
ties were invited to submit proposals. After near- 
ly eighteen months of preparing specifications, 
investigating, deliberating, evaluating and com- 
paring vendors, the committee presented its 
recommendation to the Board of Selectmen, 
School Committee, Finance Committee and the 
Capital Budget Committee. 

In arriving at this decision a host of factors 
was considered, not the least of which was cost, 
the biggest concern from the outset. Seven pro- 
posals were accepted. 

A study of the vendors’ responses revealed 
some of the reasons for the wide range of dif- 
ferences between the high and low bidders.

1) all vendors did not respond to all of the 

requirements. 

2) some vendors did not have completed 
software packages. 

3) one bidder proposed customizing every 
application to Walpole’s specifications 
providing functionality far beyond the 
needs of the town. 

In spite of any shortcomings observed in 
some of the proposals, all vendors were invited 
to make an oral presentation to the committee. 

The next step in the procedure was to ar- 
range for vendors to demonstrate their software 
applications. Most of the vendors came to the 
high school and town hall where the end users 
were able to see their applications in operation. 
It provided the opportunity to receive feed-back 
from the people who would ultimately be using 
the system and provided vendors with a much 
better understanding of what was needed. 

It was recommended that the new computer 
be located in the present computer room at the 
Town Hall. The room is large enough to house 
both computers until the old Burroughs is phas- 
ed out. Locating the computer there reduces site 
preparation costs dramatically. 

The Computer Study Committee will remain 
actively involved throughout the conversion pro- 
cess. It will be available to assist the town in 
whatever capacity is necessary to insure an 
orderly transition to the new computer system.

EDUCATION 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Walpole School Committee operates 
under the philosophy that the educational 
system is a collaborative effort of students, 
teachers, administrators and various support 
groups and organizations. With this principle in 
mind, the following policies and actions were 
directed by the Committee in keeping with the 
goals of the system. 

In an extraordinary effort to extend a full cur- 
riculum to all students, the Committee joined 
with the Westwood Public Schools in offering 
Latin Ill and German Ill. This program involved 
the transfer of students within the two com- 
munities in order that classes of reasonable size 
could be offered. This initial endeavor is proving 
to be a pilot program for many communities try- 
ing to cope with reduced and limited curriculum 
offerings in a declining enroliment. The Commit- 
tee adopted a Code of Conduct for all students 
focusing on developing self-discipline and 


behavioral responsibility. These traits are seen 
as key factors in helping students direct their 
own efforts effectively toward educational 
growth and worthy citizenship. A specific pro- 
gram was established for the artistically talented 
and academically gifted that enables these 
students to receive enrichment in their skill 
areas. This program complements the regular 
curriculum. Excellence and program equity are 
mutually reinforcing and the students in the 
Wolpole Public Schools will be the beneficiaries 
of these actions. 

The Walpole School Committee recognizes 
and publicly applauds the honors and distinc- 
tions awarded staff members and in particular 
extends its appreciation and best wishes for a 
long retirement to Jean Roy, who completed 
forty-two years of dedicated service to the 
children of Walpole. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School opened on September 7, 1983 with an 
enrollment of 2961. This is a decline in enroll- 
ment of 4% from the previous September. The 
professional staff was reduced in number by six 
and one-half which is directly attributable to the 
impact of this continuous decline in enrollment 
on the individual class rosters. This produced an 
elementary pupil/teacher ratio of 25.7/1 and a 
middle school ratio of 23.9/1. This marks an in- 
crease in the size of classes at the elementary 
levels and a decrease at the middle schools. It 
should be noted that from September to 
December, there has been an increase in the 
school population of eighteen students which 
reflects the changing population, increased 
building within the Town and an increasing 
positive attitude about the public school system 
and its opportunities. 

The major areas in which this administration 
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has focused in my first two years as Superinten- 
dent are: development of a plan of action to ad- 
dress immediate curricular, instructional and 
staff development needs and strong manage- 
ment procedures with specific regard to fiscal 
responsibility and educational accountability. 

In this area of fiscal responsibility, an Educa- 
tional Specialist for Project and Budget Control 
has been appointed and the number of cost 
centers within the public schools has been 
reduced to the five schools and a central office 
unit. There will be line item accountability and 
the educational needs will be proactively 
planned. This will develop a controlled accoun- 
tability of the educational programs and will 
reduce the reactive solution that develops pro- 
grams under the guise of innovation. 

The curricular and instructional needs of the 
school system have received the most attention 


in 1983. Teams of teachers, administrators, and 
parents reviewed all of the existing written pro- 
grams of study for grades one through eight. All 
areas were then transformed from many dif- 
ferent formats to a single, unified format and 
Organized in a compact guide distributed to all 
teachers in grades K-8. This format defined very 
specific behaviors that will be taught at every 
grade level in all schools and this is the basis of 
program equity. In the process, old curriculum 
was updated and new curriculum was written 
where none existed. These areas included 
kindergarten, spelling, penmanship, and com- 
puter education. In the second stage of the pro- 
ject, during the 1983-1984 school year, the new 
Curriculum guides will be used, evaluated and 
corrected and teaching materials used by the 
teachers this year will be recorded for each ob- 
jective and disseminated as a resource for 
teachers. 

The instructional needs as they relate to the 
curriculum are correlated with our testing pro- 
gram. The major purpose of a good testing pro- 
gram is its ability to serve the classroom 
teachers as a diagnostic tool. The test selected 
to accomplish this task remits an extensive 
report to the teacher on each student’s com- 
prehension and task accomplishment. with 
regard to specific correlated academic objec- 
tives. 

The two major testing programs occurring in 
the Walpole Schools are standardized achieve- 
ment testing and minimum competency testing. 
In the first area, all students in grades three 
through seven are tested using a new battery, 
the Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills, and 
the results received in January, 1983 indicated 
that Walpole students’ overall performance was 
clearly superior to the national student average 
performance. The mosi superior performance 
was recorded at grade seven, which was nearly 
two years above the national average level. In the 
area of minimum competency, all students in 


grades three, six and eight were tested in four 
areas: reading, writing, mathematics, and listen- 
ing. While this is a state-mandated basic skills 
improvement program, each local school system 
sets its own competency standards. Our 
students had a high level of achieving these 
standards and the percentage of students scor- 
ing above standard ranged from 87 to 100 per- 
cent, for all of the test areas and grade levels. 
Students performing below standard in any area 
are offered special remedial programs to 
upgrade their skills in their defined deficit areas. 

The most active and expanding curriculum 
area in the Walpole Public Schools is the area of 
computer education. Concentrated attention 
was given to staff development in using com- 
puters and evaluating of software and this train- 
ing extended to parents who will volunteer 
within our schools in assisting the staff with the 
student hands on experience. Computers are us- 
ed in our schools to facilitate learning in specific 
basic subject areas, as a special program for the 
academically talented, as a remedial teaching 
tool and as a management tool within the central 
office. The basic curricular use of computers 
(micro) is at all three grade level structures and 
the equipment almost entirely funded by federal 
grants. A curriculum, setting forth goals and ob- 
jectives for each grade, is a part of the new 
Systemwide Curriculum Guide. These objec- 
tives will be adapted each year to the changing 
technology and the changing skills of our 
students as they will have access to this hard- 
ware at earlier grade levels. 

In summary, none of the above would have 
been accomplished without the support of the 
School Committee and staff. Most important, 
however, is the commitment the parents and tax- 
payers have toward public education and they 
constantly reinforce “when problems are clear 
though solutions may be difficult to find, the in- 
genuity of our people comes shining through.”

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TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Tri-County Regionai School District 
Committee is pleased at this time to report on 
happenings of 1983 and hopes for future years. 
At the first meeting in July, we reorganized and 
Albert Chouinard, Medfield, was elected Chair- 
man and Robert Riccio, North Attleboro, was 
chosen as the new Secretary. We decided that 
meetings would be scheduled for the second 
and fourth Wednesdays of each month as has 
been a long-standing practice. There were no 
changes in the makeup of the Committee during 
the past year, so in addition to the officers the 
membership remains as follows: Robert Rappa 
and Carole Russell, Franklin; John Hurley, Med- 
way; Robert McDonough, Millis; Melvin Long, 
Norfolk; Arthur Hillman, Attleboro; John Hanley, 
Seekonk; Sidney Hatch and Louis Hoegler, 
Walpole. 

Budget 1983-84 

Once again the operating and capital budget 
was held to a 212% increase. The two major fac- 
tors that contributed to that achievement was a 
lower than anticipated bid on pupil transporta- 
tion and the decision to postpone appropriations 
for much-needed new equipment and equipment 
replacement. However, population shifts and an 
overall decline in student enrollment required an 
increased assessment to all towns with the ex- 
ception of Sherborn and Walpole. The assess- 
ment to the Town of Walpole was reduced by 
$17,939. Fortunately, the Chapter 70 pass- 
through monies were granted in July and 
Walpole’s assessment was further reduced by 
$23,281. Additionally, we declared a budget 
surplus at the close of the fiscal year in the 
amount of $57,522 and $15,255 was returned to 
the Town as their proportionate share. The Com- 
mittee is sincere about its obligation to operate 
the school in a manner that is considerate of the 
financial status of all member communities and 
at the same time provide quality vocational 
education to the young men and women who 
reside in our communities. Obviously, this is 
becoming increasingly more difficult to ac- 
complish; but with your continued cooperation 
and a state school aid formula that gives equal 
recognition to the needs of regional schools, we 
are hopeful for the future. 

Vocational Programs 

Auto Repair is presently developing an 
“Engine Rebuilding Section” for adoption into 
their course curriculum. An area in shop has 
been sectioned off and designated where total 
engine repair and rebuilding will become a part 
of grades eleven and twelve instruction. 

Auto Body is awaiting the installation of its 
“Frame Straightening Machine” (should be in- 


stalled by 1/15/84). The teachers will instruct the 
art of ‘frame straightening’ on ‘unitized 
bodies’. This teaching concept is of vital impor- 
tance because of the large increase in 
automotive production to ‘unit type’”’ body con- 
struction. 

Machine Shop has added a CNC Vertical 
Miller to its shop equipment. Computer 
numerical control machines are being widely us- 
ed in the machine shop industry today. This add- 
ed curriculum instruction will be of great value 
to the training and development of our students. 
This learning will place these students on a 
more competitive level when seeking work in the 
machine shop industry. 

Metal Fabrication is about to install a “Oxy 
Fuel Shape Cutting Machine”. This piece of 
metal cutting equipment will enable the metal 
tab instructors to teach our students some of 
the finer points in metal cutting. This added in- 
struction will also assist our teachers to help 
develop ‘‘metal burning” (cutting) operators. The 
training will benefit students who lack the dex- 
terity and skills of becoming proficient welders. 

Sheet Metal has developed and established a 
solid basic “Sheet Metal Program’’. Students are 
being instructed in “duct work” construction of 
all types. This includes design and lay-out as 
well as fabricating and assembly. This depart- 


~ ment under the guidance of their instructors has 
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completely removed the present ‘exhaust 
eliminating system” in the Metal Fabrication 
Shop. The teachers and students are responsi- 
ble for a completely new exhaust system. This 
includes the design, lay-out, fabrication, and in- 
Stallation. 

Plumbing continues to train and develop our 
future plumbers. It has become a very popular 
program, one which boasts a very high percen- 
tage of job placement in this trade. Recently, the 
instructors and students designed, developed, 
fabricated, and instaHed a model “Solar Hot 
Water Heating System” in their own shop. All of 
the design, even the solar heating panels, were 
made at the school. This “Solar Heating 
System” can be seen and appreciated by visiting 
our school. A noteworthy point in that this 
department (students and teachers) have taken 
care of all the plumbing needs throughout the 
school (maintenance/repairs/new installations). 

Electrical (shop) is growing and developing 
rapidly. There is a great demand for electrical ap- 
prentices. We are helping to ease this demand 
by placing many of our students in the electrical 
work field. Presently, a ‘‘Motor Control and Test 
Laboratory” is being constructed to give our 
students a competitive edge when seeking jobs 


in the electrical trade field. Our electrical 
students and teachers have satisfied many of 
the electrical maintenance and new wiring in- 
stallations here in our school. 

Masonry continues to be a very popular pro- 
gram here at Tri-County. The course curriculum 
is well organized and meaningful. Recently our 
students and teachers contributed a service to 
the town of Franklin. They provided the skills 
and abilities needed to restore the brick ‘‘Band 
Stand” at the Town Common. This job brought 
out much attention and praise. 

Plant Maintenance, another popular program 
in our school, continues to hold a great deal of 
interest as it steadily advances. In this depart- 
ment the training modules accent carpentry, 
machine shop, welding, electrical, plumbing and 
small engine. The curriculum being taught in 
these many trade areas are mostly basic in 
design. However, enough is being applied 
whereby the student can develop and advance 
in any one specific trade area or in all of them. 

Painting and Decorating. Painting, wallpaper- 
ing, interior decorating, furniture refinishing, 
sign painting and cabinet making are on-going 
activities for this program. Much of the painting 
and maintenance needs in our school are being 
Satisfied by the painting and decorating 
Students and teachers. The trade skills being 
taught are of high value to our student 
graduates. (It is a tremendous asset any any 
school, town agency,or building to have a 
department capable of maintaining the proper 
appearances necessary because of public 
scrutiny.) 

Carpenty/Cabinetmaking. At Tri-County, 
future carpenters and cabinet makers are being 
trained and sent forth into their trade fields. The 
knowledge and skills derived from our course in- 
Struction certainly enable our graduates to find 
their place in the work market. Many of the 
carpentry/cabinetmaking student graduates 
have gained prestigious employment. An 
“Overhead Router” is the latest piece of equip- 
ment that will be used to help train our young 
people. The carpentry department has done out- 
Side jobs (buildings, roofs, renovations) for many 
of the district town agencies. There are several 
jobs under construction at this present time. 

Air Conditioning and Refrigeration. A lot of 
growth and development have taken place in this 
department. The students and teachers have 
Organized their shop facilities artd work stations 
into a compact training area. Air conditioning 
and_ refrigeration troubleshooting, repairing, 
designing, and installing of new systems make 
up some of the course training study units. The 
Students and teachers are responsible for most 
all of the air conditioning and refrigeration needs 
throughout the entire school. 

Technical Programs 
As in all high technology fields, drafting has 


experienced a revolution. Pencils, french curves, 
and drawing tables have been replaced by 
CPU’s, digitizers and plotters. Known in the 
trade as a CAD/D system, computer-aided 
design/drafting enables a draftsperson to make, 
store, copy or change drawings hy pushing a 
button. This micro-computer-based graphics 
system is efficient, fast, and accurate. It is also 
becoming standard equipment in the drafting in- 
dustry. Without the knowledge of operating a 
CAD/D system, students will be at an employ- 
ment disadvantage. 

Armed with these facts, Tri-County applied 
for and received a federal grant of $5,000 to be 
applied to the cost of the necessary equipment. 
This grant did not cover the cost of a complete 
system, however, so a plea was made to several 
hi-tech companies requesting monetary con- 
tributions. 

Codex Corporation of Mansfield and Bird 


~ Machine Company of Walpole responded to that 
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plea. The generous amount of $1,500 will allow 
the program to be offered to seniors this year. 
This collaboration strengthens the existing rela- 
tionship between education and industry which 
ultimately enhances the employability skills of 
students. 

The Foxboro Company has been very suppor- 
tive of Tri-County in the past through their active 
participation in our advisory committees, and in 
the Business Education Collaborative of which 
Tri-County is also a member. Students have been 
welcomed on a cooperative basis as well as be- 
ing hired after graduation. Foxboro Company’s 
most recent contribution has been an audio- 
visual teaching aid on operational amplifiers to 
be used by the Electronics Department. This 
educational tool will not only assist students in 
learning the concepts, but also present the 
material in greater depth and detail. The market 
value of these tapes is $1,200. 

All of these donations are extremely timely in 
light of the fact that the robots have arrived at 
Tri-County. A new component of the Electronics 
Program now includes an industrial automation 
course which places Tri-County in line with the 
State of the art. 

The assembly of the HERO robot has just 
been completed and the ‘“‘armdroid” has been 
programmed to move, select and deposit ob- 
jects. The students have worked diligently and 
learned a great deal by completing this rather 
complex task. 

Plans are in the preliminary stages for the 
development of a “computer center” at Tri- 
County which will not only introduce a new con- 
cept for the hi-tech programs, but also allow all 
Students in the school to interact with com- 
puters in a manner that will enhance their learn- 
ing. 

Contact has been made with one of the local 
banking firms to discuss the feasibility of 


establishing a full service banking branch at Tri- 
County. Since this occupation is always in de- 
mand, students will be exposed to and taught 
the skills for viable employment. 

Service Occupations 

Students in the Cosmetology Department 
continue to offer a wide variety of beauty ser- 
vices to both men and women in the surrounding 
towns. A very popular feature has been the facial 
treatment which is now considered a specialty 
and requires licensure by the Massachusetts 
Board of Cosmetology. Since Tri-County’s in- 
structors are already licensed and the demand is 
so great, it is hoped the addition of more equip- 
ment will allow the school to offer a course to 
train aestheticians. 

Students in the Food Trades Department 
were offered a unique opportunity to interface 
with industry while serving the public. The 
management of King Philip Ballroom hosted a 
group of 600 senior citizens during the week of 
October 3rd. These folks were scheduled to 
meet Monday through Friday for a sit-down lun- 
cheon. King Philip sent out a request for workers 
— aS many as possible, and Tri-County was hap- 
py to respond by sending twelve sophomores 
and seniors. 

The seniors worked as waiters and 
waitresses; the sophomores were bus persons. 
For many, this was their first experience working 
in the real world. At week’s end, both students 
and supervisors were pleased with the program. 
Mr. Richard Enegren, President and Treasurer of 
King Philip, stated, ‘““‘The students did all that 


was asked and more. We were very pleased. The. 


patrons were highly complimentary. | hope we 
have opportunities like this again in the future.” 

On October 29th, students from the Food 
Trades Shop of Tri-County assembled and 
decorated a four-tier, 120 pound anniversary 
cake at the Walpole Mall. the sixty pounds of 
cake and sixty pounds of icing were prepared by 
junior class members during their regular shop 
classes. They spent four hours building and 
decorating the cake, using several borders and 
two garlands of icing roses. After a short 
ceremony, the cake was sliced and given away 
to passing customers. In slightly less than an 
hour, several hundred persons had received an 
early Halloween treat. 

In November, the Franklin Businessmen’s 
Association held their fall dinner meeting in the 
Rainbow Room. The group is newly formed and 
their membership is growing according to 
Michael Travalone; President of the association. 

The forty-six members that attended were ex- 
tremely pleased with the dinner and service the 
students provided. They look forward to return- 
ing in the near future. 

Tri-County was once again proud to offer its 
facilities and assistance to the Franklin Life 
Savers. Fran Malloy and Bill Arnold of the 
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Franklin Life Savers were able to offer the life- 
saving cardio-pulmonary resuscitation program 
to dozens of area residents at Tri-County. Tri- 
County is pleased to be part of this community 
effort. 

Academic Programs 

Tri-County’s academic programs continue to 
serve the needs of the work bound and college 
bound student alike. The graduating class of 
1983 proved no exception to these goals with 
21% of its graduates continuing their education 
in two and four year institutions of higher learn- 
ing. 

This year saw the continued development 
and maturing of academic programs at Tri- 
County. The English, math, and science depart- 
ments are working in cooperation with selected 
Tri-County shops as well as schools of higher 
learning in a joint effort to develop an advanced, 
technically based program for Tri-County 
students so oriented. While at the same time the 
English department’s reading program con- 
tinues to advance students two grade levels, on 
average, based upon standardized reading com- 
prehension test scores. The Math program now 
boasts fifteen offerings designed to meet the 
needs of every student whether he/she be a 
future baker or electronic engineer. 

The Business program has undergone the 
most encompassing change during 1983. 
Because of these changes, all students who 
graduate from Tri-County will take with them typ- 
ing skills. In addition, all students will undergo a 
program of computer literacy. Many students 
will also graduate with functional competence in 
word processing. All of this due to planned 
development and design of the business educa- 
tion curriculum implemented in 1983. 

The Physical Education Department has also 
been busy in 1983. Plans have been developed 
for implementation this winter of a community 
based, life-skills physical education program. 
Students will be engaged in activities ranging 
from racketball, ice skating, and bowling to golf. 
However, these activities will all take place in 
and around the Franklin area at local recrea- 
tional sites. 

Tri-County will continue to offer in 1984 the 
finest academic programs possible so as to best 
prepare district students for whatever their vi- 
sion and future demands of them. 

Pupil Services 

At this relatively early date the two hundred 
and forty seniors who graduated in June are ac- 
counted for in the following manner: Employed 
full time are 72% of the graduating class; 21% 
are attending two and four-year colleges; 6% are 
unemployed; and the status of 1% is unknown. 

Scholarships in the amount of $15,000.00 
were awarded to deserving graduates. 

During their senior year one hundred and five 
students were placed on cooperative work pro- 


grams (alternate weeks) at thirty-six business 
and industrial sites. 

The department administered the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitute Test, S.R.A. 
Achievement Tests, the Armed Services Voca- 
tional Battery, and Basic Skills Tests. 

Workshops were presented for students and 
parents regarding financial aid and represen- 
tatives of thirty colleges and technical schools 
visited Tri-County. 

Members of the guidance staff conducted 
skills classes for resume writing and interview- 
ing. 

Athletics 

This past year was a very exciting period in 
Tri-County athletics. The Cougars became full- 
time members of the Mayflower Athletic League 
and many of the athletics excelled in their 
respective sports becoming League all-stars and 
acknowledged by the area newspapers. 

While no teams captured team titles or 
championships, many of the student-athletes 
performed superbly. Each team had its leaders: 
Boys Basketball Team - Brian Fisk (Seekonk). 
Girls Basketball Team - Candy Bryda (North At- 
tleboro). Baseball Team Wally Songin 
(Walpole). Track and Field - Chris Charette (North 
Attleboro). Football - Joe Taranto (Franklin). 
Cross-Country - Charlie Cuidobro (Franklin). 
Volleyball - Luann Cormier (Franklin). Soccer - 
Mike Steinborn (Franklin). 

The Cross Country Team once again (4th 
consecutive time) captured the Franklin Town 
Trophy. This team established itself as a league 
power, finishing second in the league and third 
in the State Vocational Meet. 

A new sport emerged this year at Tri-County 
— Volleyball. The team was very representative 
and should be very competitive next fall. 

The Football Team played its first night game 
at North Attleboro’s Community Field and also 
flew to a game against Nantucket High School. 

Once again, the Tri-County Boosters provid- 
ed the athletes with three Sports Banquets and 
the seniors received their letter jackets. 

The Athletic Department looks forward to 
1984 with a new spirit and a renewed dedication 
to competition and participation in athletics. 
Student Activities 

The Junior Class held its annual festive 
Junior Prom at the Sheraton Mansfield in 
Mansfield, Mass. The prom committee along 
with their advisor, Mr. Slaney, worked diligently 
to formulate plans that provided a successful 
and fun evening for everyone. The manner in 
which the students accomplished this task was 
professional, polite, and mature, which elicited 
several complimentary remarks from the 
business representatives with whom they work- 
ed. 

A Halloween Dance was initiated by the 
Junior Class this year and, with the help of their 


advisor and other staff members, they managed 
in a very short period of time to decorate the 
cafetorium, contact a disc jockey, and sell 
tickets. Ten-dollar gift certificates were 
presented to the most original, the most 
creative, and the scariest costume of the even- 
ing. It was such a success that it will no doubt be 
a yearly event. 

Distributive Education identifies a program 
of instruction which teaches marketing, mer- 
chandising, and management. DECA, 
Distributive Education Clubs of America, is an 
organization whose program of leadership, per- 
sonal development, and career encouragement 
is designed specifically for students enrolled in 
distributive education. 

At Tri-County, the Distributive Education pro- 
gram has been very active in DECA for the year 
1983. In February, thirty-five students of the Tri- 
County DECA chapter attended the District Il 
Leadership Conference held at Sturbridge, 
Mass. Over 300 students participated in the con- 
ference from eleven schools. The students took 
two competency based exams in Distributive 
Education careers and the top six students in 
each area competed in the State Leadership 
Conference. 

Several Tri-County students won second and 
third prizes in these competitions, and although 
there were no gold medal winners to send to the 
nationals in June, the DECA students are deter- 
mined to participate in the events in Kansas City 
in 1984. 

The Class of 1983 had several successful 
fund-raising and class-related activities during 
their senior year. Flower drives, rock poster 
sales, and a senior class outing produced 
revenue and were very well supported by class 
members. The annual blood drive sponsored by 
seniors was so well done that more than 110 
pints of blood were collected — a record break- 
ing number for Tri-County. 

Of course, the highlight events were the 
Senior Dinner Dance and Graduation. In atten- 
dance were 120 seniors along with a large 
number of faculty members. After a buffet dinner 
prepared and served by the Culinary Arts 
students, everyone danced to and enjoyed the 
music of the “Rough Mix”. 

On Sunday, June 5, 1983, the seniors 
assembled for the last time to greet friends, sign 
yearbooks, and say goodbye. The weather 
cooperated and the outdoor graduation 
ceremonies were pleasant and enjoyable. The 
Southeastern Community Concert Band provid- 
ed music for the event and Reverend Alan 
Cleeton of Franklin gave the invocation and 
benediction. The address to graduates was 
given by Mr. Carl Lind, Director of Operations at 
Analog Devices, Norwood, Massachusetts.

All students, through their 
English classes, have embarked upon a fifteen 
session curriculum which will alert and inform 
students of the potential dangers of alcohol 
misuse and abuse. Following these sessions 
students and parents will join in a contract 
which commits the parent or friend to drive an 
alcohol-impaired student home from anywhere 
at anytime. 

The students of Tri-County have willingly and 
enthusiastically joined in this program to com- 
bat the number one killer of young people — the 
drunk driver. They have been given the school’s 
complete support and are confident of receiving 
their parents’ support as well.

The Walpole Public Library has enjoyed an 
active and progressive year during 1983. The 
Library continued to provide books, magazines, 
newspapers, recordings, art prints, microfilm, 
museum passes, readers advisory and reference 
services in addition to activities and programs 
for all age groups. 

The Adult Department had two new, exciting 
offerings during the summer. Two Apple Il com- 
puters were made available by the Walpole 
School Department for use at the Library by the 
public. The computers were very popular with 
users of all ages. Many youngsters enjoyed 
teaching their parents the computer fundament- 
als they had learned in school and many adults 
had a chance for hands-on experience and an in- 
troduction to this new technology. In July the 
library began circulating Polaroid Sun Cameras. 
The cameras were made available to the Library 
through Polaroid’s “Check This Out” program. 
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The cameras are available for weekly loans and 
have proved popular during holidays, vacations, 
and for special occasions. 

Adults attended programs on Financial Plan- 
ning, Returning to Work or Changing Careers, 
Fund Raising and Introduction to Computers. 

The Children’s Department continued to pro- 
vide the best in reading materials and recorded 
stories and cassette-book sets. Circulation in 
the Children’s Department has increased by 
15% since last year — an indication that the 
materials and services provided are being used 
more than ever. 

Pre-school story hours for children 3-5 years 
of age were held twice a week except for the 
summer months. Mrs. Patricia Howes con- 
ducted an additional story hour concurrent with 
those done by library staff members that allowed 
even more children to participate in this positive 
learning experience. Library tours, orientation 
for school groups, and loan of classroom collec- 
tions are on-going activities. Film, craft, music, 
storytelling, puppet and educational programs 
were held throughout the year. Exhibits from the 
Children’s Museum, Stony Brook Nature 
Center's Program on Learning About and Draw- 
ing Animals, Dr. Marks’ participatory talk on pet 


care and Mrs. Kingsbury’s Music at the Library 
for Pre-schoolers are examples of the variety of 
programs offered to children. Contests were fun 
vehicles for celebrating special weeks. A 
favorite book character contest was held for Na- 
tional Children’s Book Week. 

Two reading clubs were held; Mr. Big Foot 
during the winter and Pirate Treasure Hunt dur- 
ing summer school vacation. Both clubs includ- 
ed younger children’s Read-To-Me sections for 
those children too young to do their own 
reading. Six hundred eighty-four children par- 
ticipated in the reading programs. 

The Friends of the Library continued to pro- 
vide support for the Library. Their annual book 
sale was very successful. The Friends spon- 
sored programs such as: Tuesday Night Films, 
Wine Tasting, Herbs and Potpourries, Herbal 
Wreath Workshops and Homebound Book 
Delivery Service. They also donated cassette 
tapes and a much needed fan. 

Computerized Library Information for 
Patrons is the title of aresource sharing program 
being developed jointly by the Walpole, Sharon 
and Norfolk Public Libraries. Fund Raising ef- 
forts have been initiated to provide the 
microcomputers needed for the project. Part of 
the resource sharing is the exchange of large 
print books between the Sharon and Walpole 


Libraries begun during the fall. We are able to 
provide our patrons with more materials without 
the expenditure of more money. 

Additions to the Library this year included a 
new microfilm reader donated by the Daily 
Transcript, donations of books and periodicals, 
hundreds of memorial books, an Audubon Socie- 
ty membership and a weeping cherry tree and 
other landscaping donated in memory of 
Dolores Munson. 

The East Walpole Book Deposit Center has 
continued to be an important feature in East 
Walpole. The Bird Foundation held an open 
house and all-day celebration during the sum- 
mer commemorating the 100th birthday of the 
building and honoring library volunteers. 

The Walpole Arts Council has continued to 
provide the library with monthly art displays and 
programs. The Arts Lottery Commission approv- 
ed a grant for author lecture programs to be held 
at the library during 1984.

TOWN PLANNING 


WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets the first and third 
Thursdays of the month, plus special meetings 
as required. Twenty-nine meetings were held 
this year, plus joint meetings with other Boards 
and Town Officials to discuss items of mutual 
concern. 

The Board reviewed and acted on over 42 
Form A’s, and reviewed numerous study and 
preliminary plans. Subdivisions accepted during 
1983 were Mulberry, Evergreen and Hilltop 
Estates. Subdivisions approved and commend- 
ed were Bubbling Brook II, Summerfield Acres, 
and Marylyn’s Way. Over 28 Board of Appleals 
plans were reviewed, and 14 Public Hearings 


were held. In January of 1983 the Planning Board 
revised the filing fees for subdivisions, which 
led to increased fees collected of $8,602.88 dur- 
ing calendar 1983, while calendar 1982 recorded 
fees collected at $555.00. 

During 1983 the Board continued to review 
the Rules and Regulations governing subdivi- 
sions, the Zoning By-Laws and the Zoning Map. 
The Board proposed zoning by-law changes, in- 
creased the fees, and amended Rules and 
Regulations. 

In the May Town Elections, Mr. Albert C. 
Miller was elected to the Planning Board. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board was established in 1954 to _ 


administer and enforce a classification and compen- 
sation plan for all non-exempt town employees. 

In April of 1983, the Personnel Board submitted to 
Town Meeting recommendations for a revised and up- 
dated part-time employees salary schedule; funding 
for merit increases for non-union employees; and 
amendment of Article 19, Education, of the Personnel 
By-Laws. 

Members of the Personnel Board are: Kenneth S. 
Woodard, Chairman, Daniel J. Bielenin, H. Michael 
Boyd, John J. Daly, and Francis M. Wall. During 1983, 
Mr. Wall replaced Mr. Joseph C. Moraski as a member 
of the Personnel Board. 


The Personnel Board approves salary actions on 
non-union merit increases, promotions, transfers, 
reclassifications, union step increases, along with 
regular yearly union increases. The Personnel Board 
processed over two hundred such personnel actions 
during 1983. 

Mr. Daniel J. Bielenin served on the negotiating 
team for the Fire Department’s new contract. Mr. 
Francis M. Wall served on the negotiating team for the 
Clerical union contract. 

The Personnel Board traditionally meets on the 
first and third Mondays of each month, at 7:30 p.m. 
The Public is invited. 


BOARD OF SEWER & WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
was established in 1973 by virtue of the “new” 
Town Charter. This Commission consists of five 
members elected at large by vote of the 
registered voters of the Town for three years, 
overlapping terms such that the term of office of 
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not more than two members shall expire each 
year. 

In May, Edward J. Delaney was re-elected as 
chairman of the Board, Robert Barrett was 
reinstated as clerk and remaining members were 
Patrick Fasanello, Edward Forsberg and William 
Abbott. 


Mr. William L. Richard is the Sewer & Water 
Superintendent and Mr. Steven Niro, Asst. 
Superintendent. 

The Board of Sewer and Water Commis- 
sioners, under the Home Rule Charter, have ex- 
clusive charge and control of the water depart- 
ment and water systems. They may establish 
fountains and hydrants, take by eminent domain 
or acquire by purchase or otherwise the waters 
or any portion of any pond, brook, spring, 
stream, or ground water sources within 
the limits of the Town for the purpose of 
establishing or maintaining a.water supply 
system or a water distribution system; may hold 
all lands, rights of way and other easements 
necessary for collecting, storing, holding, purify- 
ing and treating such water and protecting and 
preserving the purity thereof and for conveying 
the same to any part of the Town. 

The Board may regulate the use of the water 
and fix and collect just and equitable prices and 
rates for the use thereof and shall prescribe the 
time and manner of payment of such prices and 
rates; may cooperate or act jointly with any other 
city or town in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts in carrying out the powers and 
duties as therein set forth; and may make 
reasonable rules and regulations in connection 
with any of the duties and responsibilities herein 
above set forth. 

The Board of Sewer and Water Commis- 
sioners have the general responsibility for the in- 
Stallation and maintenance of the sewers, 
sewage treatment plants and appurtenances, 
and drains located in the Town, and connected 
with said responsibilities, shall have all the 
powers reasonably necessary to effectuate 
same, and may from time to time adopt 
reasonable rules and regulations. Commis- 
sioners shall assign all work and maintenance 
projects to the town administrator for perfor- 
mance. 


HOUSING 


The Walpole Housing Authority has under its 
administration at the present time 172 units of 
public housing, 118 elderly units owned and 
operated by the Authority at Neponset View Ter- 
race and Diamond Pond Terrace, and 49 units of 
HUD Section 8 Scattered Site housing units for 
family, elderly, and handicapped, funded by the 
federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. Five additional state-funded units 
under Chapter 707 are available for family and 


During the year, the Board handled 
numerous consumer complaints on water, sewer 
and drainage, which were resolved. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
was involved in several important projects dur- 
ing the year which have been completed or are 
under construction this year. 

Three Public Hearings were held with the IEP 
Inc. Consultants, on the School Meadow Brook 
Aquifer Protection Study. 

Two public drinking fountains were 
established by the Commission. 

The Town was awarded the Sewer Grant for 
Contracts 1, 2, 3, 4, & on Major Outfall Sewer 
Project. 

Commissioners signed Status 286 Applica- 
tion and Resolution with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for a grant to aid in the acquisi- 
tion of aquifer lands. 

The Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering, Division of Water Supply, awarded 
a State for rehabilitating Walpole’s water suply 
distribution system pursuant to Chapter 805 of 
the Acts of 1979, Leak Grant detection program 
Grant received; also Construction of Interceptor 
and Lateral Sewers Step Ill. 

Policy changes were: 

1. Water service piping policy. 

2. Policy on Water Service Application 
Cut-Off Date. 

3. Policy on Water Service Meter Pits. 

It is the number one concern of the Commis- 
sion to continue to work to improve the quality 
and supply of the Water System. The systematic 
Hydrant Flushing Program has had a positive ef- 
fect on the water quality; we will continue the 
program to remove sediment from the lines. 

The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
wish to extend their appreciation to town of- 
ficials for their cooperation and assistance 
throughout the year. 


AUTHORITY 
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handicapped persons, under a Scattered Site 
program funded in 1983. Funding for the elderly 
developments is from the state, under Chapter 
667. 

The Housing Authority announced its inten- 
tions to seek development funding for family 
housing construction as it becomes available 
from the state in the near future, to satisfy the 
growing need for this type of construction in 
Walpole. The need is demonstrated by the 


waiting list for family housing now apparent 
from those waiting for the Section 8 program 
funding to become available. 

The Housing Authority has completed its 
first year of occupancy at the elderly complex at 
Diamond Pond Terrace and is realizing the 
benefits of the passive solar construction that 
was employed in its design. The cost of opera- 
tlon during the winter months is approximately 
half that of the conventional type of housing. 
Also in the field of energy conservation, the 
Housing Authority undertook a program of 
renovation and modernization at Neponset View 
Terrace, with a grant from the state, which in- 
cluded additional attic insulation, repairs to 
flooring, weather-stripping of all doors, new fen- 
cing, roadway improvements, a replacement pro- 
gram for water heating and plumbing equipment 
where required, and other improvements as 
needed. 

HUD: The first housing applications for Section 
8 HUD were taken in January, 1980, and at the 
present time the Authority has under administra- 
tion 49 units, 40 Walpole Certificate Holders, 
and an additional nine units issued by surroun- 


ding towns of Norwood and Needham, ad- 
ministered by the Walpole Housing Authority in 
Walpole. 

Walpole has one, two and three bedroom unit 
certificates. This allows utilization of a medium 
rental apartment. 

Apartments are secured by the applicant, 
contract is drawn between Housing Authority 
and Landlord. Tenant pays 30% of net adjusted 
income toward rent, with the balance subsi- 
dized. 

707: Chapter 707 was sought by the Authority 
in an application filed in 1982. Five units of Scat- 
tered Site Housing were granted in December, 
1983, under the legislative funding round. This 
program will operate in the same manner as the 
HUD Program outlined above, with funding com- 
ing from the State. This program is in its initial 
stages, with the Annual Contributions Contract 
with the Commonwealth having been signed by 
Chairman George Tyner in December. 

Chapter 707 funding is expected to begin the 
first quarter of 1984, with the first five units. This 
program had been sought on two previous occa- 
sions in the 1970’s unsuccessfully. 


PERMANENT ADVISORY BUILDING MAINTENANCE COMMITTEE 


The Permanent Advisory Building 
Maintenance Committee makes an inspection 
each fall of all public buildings, schools, parks, 
and playgrounds. It then makes detailed recom- 
mendations, including cost estimates, to the 
Board of Selectmen and through them to the 
Finance Committee for the maintenance and im- 
provement of the various properties. 

The committee is helped in its work by 
various town officials and departments; the 
superintendent of buildings, the school depart- 
ment and others. 


The amount recommended to be spent for 
proper upkeep during the next fiscal year, July 1, 
1984 to June 30, 1985 is $345,717 which is 
approximately 7.5% more than the amount ap- 
proved for the present fiscal year. As in the 
past, the majority of the total will be spent on 
schools. 

The work budgeted for fiscal 1982-1983 was 
completed and it is expected that the work 
budgeted for fiscal 1983-1984 will be completed 
on schedule.

INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION and 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FINANCING AUTHORITY 


The Industrial Development Financing 
Authority (1.D.F.A.) meets and acts when applica- 
tions are received under the industrial revenue 
municipal bond program. Maintenance of this 
vital program to smaller businesses and 
downtown revitalization projects has had the 
support of Massachusetts Industrial Finance 
Agency (M.I.F.A.) as a main thrust of their pro- 
gram beginning this year (1983). 

The |.D.F.A. has had no applications for 
municipal bond issues for industrial develop- 
ment financing during the past year - 1983. 

The Industrial Commission sent out ques- 
tionnaires to the industries and businesses 
within the Town of Walpole to determine present 
and future plans for land or building expansion.

The reply to these questionnaires was infor- 
mative and this has been most helpful to the In- 
dustrial Commission. 

Inquiries for industrial and commercial real 
estate from brokers and agents re: availability of 
industrial and commercial property - especially 
from out-of-town enterprises, ex. Boston, Natick, 
Worcester, etc. - continues to give us a better 
idea of what they are looking for. We look for- 
ward to increased activity of this type. 

The great problem facing Walpole is that 
much of the available land is located in areas 
which would be desirous for industry and com- 
merce to locate but is not ecologically sound in 
many cases for the Town of Walpole’s future 
needs and requirements.

FINANCES 


TOWN TREASURER 


The fundamental duty of the Town Treasurer is 
to take charge of all Town funds. These funds come 
from several sources, such as taxation, charges, fees, 
federal and state grants. 

During the year, the Treasurer's office handles 
over fifty million dollars. This office is one of the 
highly complex Town departments, maintaining 
numerous accounts and extensive records covering 
such areas as borrowing, bonding, investments, tax 
titles, cemeteries, trust funds, payroll and all deduc-

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee, comprised of 15 
members appointed by the Town Moderator to 
serve a three year term, is one of the most active 
and interesting committees serving the voters of 
the Town of Walpole. 

The degree of activity is almost mind boggI- 
ing when you consider that as a full committee 
and/or subcommittees we make recommenda- 
tions on all budgets and all articles on the war- 
rant for the spring and fall Town Meetings as 
well as special meetings. 

It is not uncommon for the Finance Commit- 
tee to expend thousands of man hours in the 
process of deliberation for the purposes of pro- 
viding recommendations to the Town Meeting 
Members. 

All chairmen consider the responsibility in a 
different light. The present chairman considers 
the Finance Committee to be an extension of the 
Town Meeting and the body to whom Town 
Meeting turns and expects study in detail on 


complicated aspects of not only budget matters 
but warrants and related articles. 

While operating under the constraints of Pro- 
position 2¥2, the Finance Committee attempts 
to balance the budget process while providing 
for continued capital improvements. This often 
necessitates difficult financial decisions void of 
natural emotional response - and this is as it 
should be. 

Town Meeting can, and should, expect a 
knowledgeable, forceful, well documented 
Finance Committee in order that they may not 
be needlessly tied up with the more 
minute/complicated aspects of a particular item. 

The Finance Committee typically holds its 
meetings on Monday and Thursday and must 
hold by law a public hearing prior to the Spring 
Town Meeting. These meetings are open to the 
public, and your participation and involvement 
both at a committee level and at a meeting level 
is highly recommended and encouraged. 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


In an effort to comply with a state mandate to 
maintain all properties at full and fair cash value, 
the Board of Assessors worked in conjunction 
with Appraisal Consultants during 1983 to up- 
date our records. Legislation signed into law the 
early part of 1983 requires cities and towns to be 
certified by the Department of Revenue every 
three years. Briefly, the interpretation of “full 


and fair cash value” is grounded in the 
Massachusetts Constitutional requirement that 
direct taxes on persons and property be propor- 
tionately and reasonably imposed. 

The towns tax levy of $11,747,665 reflects an 
increase of $279,809 or 2.4 percent. According to 
Statistics from the Department. of Revenue, 
Walpole had a significantly smaller tax rate in- 
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crease aS compared to other communities. 

On April 29, 1983 Robert A. Cobb resigned as 
a member of the Board of Assessors. The subse- 
quent town elections on May 7 resulted in Peter 


L. Turco being named unanimously as Chairman 
with Gerard E. Comeau as Clerk and Robert A. 
Cobb the third member of the board. 


TOWN COLLECTOR 


The fiscal year ending June 30, 1983 saw 
many changes in the office of the Town Collec- 
tor. One of the most important changes was that 
of an election and the swearing into office of 
Kenneth G. Arthur of 10 Woodard Road on May 9, 
1983. 

The office of the collector, under the prior ad- 
ministration, was run as in years past with em- 
phasis on communication between the office 
and the taxpayer as the best means of resolving 
problems that may have arisen or a method of in- 
forming the taxpayer of changes in procedures. 

The office is mandated by state statute as to 
their procedures and although the state issues 
these laws, it is up to the town to educate and in- 
form the taxpayer of the changes and to enforce 
them. Although the office may send notices and 
publish periodicals pertaining to such changes 
in the law, and advise the taxpayer through the 
local newspapers, the collector's office cannot 
force the taxpayer to read such material. It is 
then, by state law, that the taxpayer seek out his 
or her tax liabilities. The Town Collector is 
responsible for the collections of all monies due 
the town and to turn such monies to the Town 
Treasurer, weekly. 

The collections of taxes and revenues for the 
Town of Walpole are committed by the 
assessors or other town departments (e.g. Water 


Dept., Police, Ambulance). The collector can on- 
ly collect monies due on a bill and advise a tax- 
payer as to where to find answers to a question 
on a bill sent from his office. 

Real Estate Tax and Motor Vehicle Excise 
questions are directed to the Board of 
Assessors. Water and Sewer questions are 
directed to the Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners. Questions arising because of Taxes in 
Tax Title are directed to the Town Treasurer. 
There are also other departments involved in bill- 
ing and the taxpayer. If you have a question, 
please do not hesitate to seek assistance from 
my office. 

During my campaign, | stressed the import- 
ance of modernizing the office with computer 
terminals and outside services in order to ex- 
pedite the collections and turnovers to the Town 
Treasurer. May 9th to June 30, 1983 was a very 


_ short time for me to adequately address the 


needs of the collector’s office. However, the 
needs were very plain to see and my goals for 
FIY 1984 were put into place the following 
months. As | have stated before, “Today’s 
management of money depends on today’s cash 
flow.” 

The town had hired an auditing firm to audit 
the books and as of June 30, 1983 the following 
balances were reported.

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SELF-HELP, INCORPORATED 


Self Help, Inc., is Greater Brockton’s anti- 
poverty agency dedicated to improving the 
quality of life of limited income individuals and 
families, and making all segments of the com- 
munity responsive to the needs of limited in- 
come, disadvantaged and minority needs. 

During the program year ending September 
30, 1983, Self Help, Inc. received a total funding 
of $11,491,998 and provided 700,828 direct ser- 
vices to the area’s limited income individuals 
and families. 

Walpole residents received 7,828 direct ser- 
vices totalling $161,489 during our program year. 

The total funding of $11.5 million does not 
tell the real value of human services delivered to 
the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled

us to mobilize an additional $1,062,180 of other 
community resources such as CETA, Com- 
monwealth Service Corps. and local city and 
town contributions as well as volunteers. The 
gross volume of Self Help, Inc., during the past 
program year was $12.6 million. 

Self Help currently employs 252 individuals, 
many of whom are limited income and 
minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/82 to 
9/30/83 was a successful one for Self Help, Inc., 
and very helpful to our limited income popula- 
tion. We thank the area’s Board of Selectmen 
and town volunteers for helping to make our pro- 
gram a success.

Section 1. The purpose of this by-law is to protect the wetlands of the Town of Walpole by controlling ac- 
tivities deemed to have a significant effect upon wetland values, including, but not limited to, the following: 
Public or private water supply, groundwater, flood control, erosion control, storm damage, water pollution, 
fisheries, shellfish, wildlife, and recreation. No person shall remove, fill, dredge or alter any bank, fresh water 
wetland, flat, marsh, meadow, bog, swamp, or land bordering on any estuary creek, river, stream, pond or lake, 
or any land under said waters or any land subject to flooding, other than in the course of maintaining, repair- 
ing or replacing, but not substantially changing or enlarging, an existing and lawfully located structure or 
facility used in the service of the public and used to provide electric, gas, water, telephone, telegraph and 
other telecommunication communication services, without filing written notice of his intention so to remove, 
fill, dredge, or alter and without receiving and complying with an Order of Conditions and provided all appeal 
periods have elapsed. Such notice shall be sent by certified mail to the Walpole Conservation Commission, 
including such plans as may be necessary to describe such proposed activity and its effect on the environ- 
ment. The same notice, plans, and specifications required to be filed by an applicant under Massachusetts 
General Law, Chapter 131, Section 40, will be accepted as fulfilling the requirements of this by-law. The said 
Commission in its discretion, may hear any oral presentation under this by-law at the same public hearing re- 
quired to be held under the provisions of said Chapter 131, Section 40, of the Massachusetts General Law. 
Definitions set forth in said Chapter and Section and in the regulations issued and as may be amended by the 
Department of Natural Resources, thereunder, are hereby made a part of this by-law. 


Section 2. The term ‘‘person” as used in this by-law shall include any individual, group of individuals, associa- 
tion, partnership, corporation, company, business organization, trust estate, the Commonwealth or political 
subdivision thereof, administrative agency, public or quasi-public corporation or body, or any other legal enti- 
ty or its legal representative, agents or assigns. 


Section 3. An applicant for a hearing under Chapter 131, Section 40, shall at his expense give written notice 
by certified mail to any abutter and to any landowner within 300 feet of the site of intent to alter site subject to 
the Inland Wetland Act or take any other action relative thereto. Evidence of above by copies of return 
receipts must be presented to the Conservation Commission prior to the hearing date in accordance with a 
certified abutter’s list from the Assessor’s office. 


Section 4. The Commission shall make a determination as to whether or not this by-law applies to a specific 
situation prior to the filing of a written notice of intent under the provisions hereof within 21 days of the 
receipt of a written request for Determination of Applicability (Form 1, G.L.C. 131, S. 40) sent by certified mail 
from any person desiring such determination. The Commission, its agent, officers and employees, may enter 
upon the land upon which the proposed work is to be done in response to a request for a prior determination 
or for the purpose of carrying out its duties under this by-law and may make or cause to be made such ex- 
amination or survey as deemed necessary. 


Section 5. The Conservation Commission is empowered to deny permission for any removal, dredging, filling, 
or altering of subject lands within the town if, in its judgment, such denial is necessary to preserve en- 
vironmental quality of either or both the subject lands and contiguous lands. Due consideration shall be 
given to possible effects of the proposal on all values to be protected under this by-law and to any 
demonstrated hardship on the petitioner by reason of a denial, as brought forth at the public hearing. 


Section 6. The Commission may, as an alternative to a denial, impose such conditions as it deems necessary 
to contribute to the protection and preservation of subject lands in accordance with the purposes of this by- 
law. Any order of Conditions issued under this by-law shall be subject to the same constraints and be iden- 
tical to any such order issued by the Walpole Conservation Commission under the provisions of 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40. The Walpole Conservation Commission shall hear 
any oral presentation under this by-law at the same public hearing required to be held under the provisions of 
said Chapter 131, Section 40, of the Massachusetts General Laws. Definitions, time frames, and procedures, 
insofar as applicable, set forth in said chapter and section and in the regulations promulgated by the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality Engineering on November 1982, are hereby made a part of this by-law. 
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Section 7. The notice required by the first paragraph of this by-law shall not apply to emergency projects 
necessary for the protection of the health or safety of the citizens of Walpole and to be performed or ordered 
to be performed by an administrative agency of the Commonwealth or by the Town. Emergency projects shall 
mean any projects certified to be an emergency by the Commissioner or the Department of Natural 
Resources and the Conservation Commission if this by-law and Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, 
Section 40, are both applicable, or by the Conservation Commission if only this by-law is applicable. In no 
case shall any removal, filling, dredging or alteration authorized by such certification extend beyond the time 
necessary to abate the emergency. 


Section 8. The Commission may require, as a permit condition, that the performance and observance of other 
conditions be secured by one or both of the following methods: 


(a) By a financial guarantee in an amount determined by the Commission to be sufficient and payable to the 
Town of Walpole, upon default; such guarantee shall be released upon issuance of a Certificate of Com- 
pliance. 


(b) By a conservation restriction, easement, or other covenant running with the land, executed and properly 
recorded (or registered, in the case of registered land). 


Section 9. No work allowed by an order of conditions shall be undertaken until all appeal periods required by 
law have expired and evidence of the order having been recorded at the Registry of Deeds by the applicant 
has been presented to the Walpole Conservation Commission. 


Section 10. This by-law may be enforced by a Town police officer or other officer having police powers. Upon 
request of the Commission, the Board of Selectmen and Town Counsel may take such legal action as may be 
necessary to enforce this by-law and permits issued pursuant to it.
